In claim 1, "providing for" was interpreted as the sub-steps comprised in the claimed 
step. For example "providing for supplying fuel" includes inter alia pumping fuel. 
In claim 25, "relatively fixed" is according to Applicant's Representative "relative to the 
engine's housing".
